as it is emptied through the elevator chutes into the waiting freight cars 
All night long the elevators struggle with the gigantic task before them 
and through the night the long trains plunge through the darkness hurrying | 
the proceeds of the farmers’ toil to the hungry markets of the world, 

And where are those tens of thousands of harvesters from Eastern Can- 
ada, British Columbia, and the miner-harvesters from over the sea, whick | 
only a few days ago thronged our cities and larger town distributing cen- 
tres? Scattered singly or in groups they have been swallowed up in the grain | 
flelds of Canada’s prairie provinces. They have been merged into and be- | 
come a part of the Epic of the West. They are working hard, but they are, 
too, catching a glimpse of a new life and it is inconceivable that they will | 
fail to become imbued with some of the courage, the optimism, the vision of 
this great new land.

Land Bought For Almost Nothing Is 
a Now Invaluable 


Probably the world’s best bargain 
was made-by Peter Minuit, a Dutch- 
man, who bought the whole of Man- 
hatten Island from the Indians in 
1626 for goods worth $24. Almost as 
good was that of Simon Van Der 
Stell, one time governor of Capetown, 
who bought the bay of Port Natal 
for $50 worth of goods. 

The East India Company made a 
gigantic bargain in the year 1668. 
Charles II. had just been given the 
island of Bombay as a dowry at his 
marriage with Infanta Catherine, of 
Portugal, The King thought the 
place worthless—as the Portuguese 
had done—and allowed the Company 
to rent it for £10 a year. In 1641 an 
agent of Lord Stirling’s sold the 
whole of Nantucket Island to Thom- 


‘| as Mayhew for £40; eighteen years 


later Mayhew sold a joint interest to 
nine partners for £30, and two beaver 
hats! The island is now a separate 
county of Massachusetts.

Ludlow gave 
the Indians six fathoms of wampum, 
6 coats, 10. hatchets, 10 hoes, 10 
knives, 10 pairs of scissors, 10 jew’s 
harps, 10 fathoms of tobacco, 3 ket- 
tles, and about 10 looking glasses for 
all the land bettween the Norwalk and 
the Saugatuck rivers in Connecticut, 
extending one day's walk from the 
Sound.

The September Dip 


Sheep Should Be Dipped Both In the 
Spring and Fall 

The spring dipping of sheep is not 
sufficient for the whole year, To keep 
the flock free from external parasites 
sheep should be dipped in the spring 
and again in the fall. A warm sunny 
day in September is a good time. A 
properly arranged dipping tank is a 
necessity on any farm where sheep 
are raised. When the sheep arrive 
home from the fairs and exhibitions, 
or when fresh stock is introduced dip- 
ping should be practiced. 

Ticks, lice, and scale spread rapid- 
ly and the best protection is dipping. 
A satisfactory tank for this operation 
is fully described in Bulletin No. 75 
New series, which may be had on ap-

The mechanical man answers the 
telephone, throws switches, talks, 
opens doors, and does hundreds of 
other things these days, but perhaps 
its most novel achievement is running 
@ railroad train. Now “Old Man 
Reliable” igs riding, perched right 
above the cowcatcher, on the front 
of engines of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad. His 
eyesight is good day and night. 

He is on the job every minute. 
Should the engineer fail, he is on the 
job to warn him instantly and to act 
| within five seconds, in an emergency, 
to stop the train. He is foolproof, 
according to the engineers, and 
eliminates the frailty of mistakes so 
| common to man. 
| “Old Man Reliable’ is the name 
| (he railroad workers have given the 
automatum, “A Ton of Safety” is 
another of their names for the de- 
| vice, for a ton is the approximate 
weight of the equipment necessary 
to fit a locomotive for train control. 
Train control is the way the rail- 
road officials speak of the apparatus, 
which is similar to a radio set and 
is housed in a box on the front end 
of the engine. 

The device relays light signals of 
| the right-of-way to the engine cab, 
j}and the engineman is required to 
| acknowledge a change in signals 
| within five seconds. If he fails to 
comply within that period the auto- 
matic device applies the brakes. 
They can not be released until the 
train has come to a stop and the 
engineman has descended to the 
ground and manipulated what is 
known as a “penalty reset device” 
underneath the cab. He may then 
climb back in the cab and release 
the brakes. 

The use of this safety apparatus 
hag also necessitated adopting an- 
other color in railroading. Green 
for track is clear; red for stop, and 
yellow for proceed cautiously, have 
been stand-by colors for years. 
Now “lunar light,” a white light re- 
sembling in color the light given 
by the moon, has been adopted for 
the safety device to warn the en- 
gineer that unless he acts the brakes 
will be applpied within five seconds

Mysteries Of Life 
British Scientist On Verge Of Dis- 
covery Of Many Hidden Sccrets 


Science is on the verge of discov- 
ery of the difference between life and 
death, Prof. Frederick G. Donnan 
told members of the British Associa- 
tion of the Advancement of Science. 

“At the very gate between life and 
death, the English physiologist, A. V. 
Hill is on the eve of a discovery of 
astounding importance if indeed he 
has not already made it," sald tho 
lecturer. 

“It appears from his work that 
the organized structure of nerve cells 
requires oxygen and therefore oxida- 
tion to preserve it. This organiza- 
tion is aitways tending to run down] 
and approach disorganization. 

“The life machine ig therefore to- 
tally unlike ordinary mechanical ma- 
chines; the living cell is like a bat-/ 
tery which is constantly running | 
down and requires constant oxidation 
to keep it charged. I believe these 
results are of enormous importance. 
For the first time in the history of 
science we begin, perhaps as yet a 
little dimly, to understand the differ- 
ence between life and death and 
therefore the very meaning of life it- 
self. 

“Life is a dynamic molecular or- 
ganization kept going and preserved} 
by oxygen and oxidation. Death is 
@ natural breakdown of this struc-! 
ture, always present and only ward- 
ed off by the structure preserving | 
‘ts action of oxidation.” 


Dust Travels Long Distance 


Has Been Carried By Wind As Far As 
2,500 Miles From Place Of 
Origin 

Winds charge the atmosphere with 
millions of tons of dust every day, | 
ard it is often carried to great dis-| 
tances before it settles to the earth. | 
In China, an area of some 300,000) 
square miles is covered to a depth of 
thousands of feet with a fine yellow- | 
ish soil called “loess,’’ which is sup-}| 
posed to have been brought by winds |

Central Asia, In March, 1901, a ser-

On the African 
coast the deposit is supposed to have 
amounted to 150,000,000 tons.

The World’s 
Great Banks 


Are All Located In 
London, England 

Perhaps it is wholesome in_ this 
period of our rapid financial growth 
to be reminded that other English- 
speaking nations possess banking in- 
stitutions as large as, or larger 
than those of which we boast. The 
newspapers are so filled with ac- 
counts of purchases and amalgama- 
tions, and the size of our major banks 
is so fully dwelt upon that the im- 
portance and magnitude of similar 
concerns in other parts of the Eng- 
lish-speaking world are but scantily 
realized. A recent compilation by the 


Five Largest 


| California Bank of Los Angeles of 


150 of the largest American, British, 
colonial and dominion banks is strik- 
ing evidence of the banking power 
of/these countries. 

Ninety American \ banks have 
somewhat more than $10,000,000,000 
on deposit, whereas only 60 banks in 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions have more than $18,500,000,- 
000. The five largest banks are all 
located in London. Of the five which 
come next, one is the Royal Bank of 
Canada and another is the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York. In 
other words, if this semi-govern- 
ment institution be left out, we have 
only three in the first ten. 

Eleventh in rank is the Bank of 
Montreal, and twelfth is the Bank 
of Australia, and two other Austra- 
lian banks are found in the first 80. 
A Liverpool bank ranks’ twenty- 
sixth and one in Manchester is thir- 
ty-fourth. : 

The colonies and dominions are not 
the rather weak lands which the 
most ignorant American sometime! 
carelessly supposes. Though it is | 
true that London and New York dom- 
inate the list, the fact that the ninth, 
eleventh and nineteenth banks are in 
Montreal and Toronto, the thirteenth 
in San Francisco and the sixteenth! 
and twenty-first in Chicago shows 
that other centres are great reser- 
voirs of funds.

But Bane Of Good Radio Reception 
Has Its Uses 

Thunderstorms are guilty of the 
production of the static that occa- 
sionally interrupts radio reception, 
especially in summer. They also 
cause the formation of cathode rays 
~the rapidly moving electrons or 
atoms of electricity, that cause X- 
rays when they are stopped by 6 
heavy metal, 

This was the announcement made 
at Glasgow, Scotland, to the section 
of physics of the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science by 
R. A. Watson Watt, British Govern- 
ment radio engineer. But even though 
this static is the bane of good radio| 
reception, it has its ‘use, said the 
speaker. The weather observer can 
use this tto locate distant thunder- 
storms, and he told the  scientistts 
how he had developed a special form 
of radio direction finder for the pur- 
pose. An experimental receiver of this 
kind has been ordered by the U.S. 
navy, he stated. Several years ago, 
when the U.S. navy was testing a re- 
ceiver for getting weahter maps from 
ships at sea, some similar experi- 
ments were made. The weather map 
received, the invention of C. Francis 
Jenkins of Washington, was attached 
to a direction finder, and the course 
of the tropical hurricane later struck 
Miami was recorded.

Thunderstorm Causes Static Reindeer Survey Nears Completion 


Investigators Of Department Of the 
Interior Are North Of Great 
Bear Lake 

Investigations by officers of the De- 
partment of the Interior to determine 
the reindeer grazing possibilities of 
the great northern plains of Canada 
reaching to the Arctic ocean are 
nearing completion. The study of 
these areas was undertaken in 1926 
for the North West Territories and 
Yukon Branch by Messrs. A. E. and 
R. T. Porsild, botanists and biologists, 
in order to decide the practicability 
of establishing herds of reindeer as a 
source of food and clothing for the 
Eskimos and Indians of the far north. 
A recent report from the investiga- 
tors stated that they were working in 
the area north of Great Bear Lake. 
This part of the survey will be com- 
pleted this autumn after which the 
party will return to Ottawa to pre- 
sent a complete report of their two 
years’ work to the Department. 

The problem of securing new 
sources of food and clothing for Can- 
ada’s native population in the far 
north has engaged the attention of 
the Dominion Government for some 
time. Our wild life, driven back into 
the great hinterland by the advance 
of settlement and development from 
the south, has had to face new men- 
aces from the introduction of modern 
firearms and hunting methods among 
the natives. Consequently this source} 
of food supply is gradually diminish- 
ing and the need of providing a sup- 
plementary source of supply is be- 
coming more pressing. The success- 
ful introduction of reindeer among 
northern aborigines in other parts of 
the continent suggested the possibil- 
ity of the reindeer being a solution of 
the problem in Canada, Early reports 
from the Messrs. Porsild stated that 
an immense reindeer grazing area 
covering about 15,000 square miles 
lay to the east of the Mackenzie Riv- 
er delta and inland from the Arctic 
ocean, which {t was estimated was 
sufficient to provide grazing for 250,- 
000 reindeer.

Bee Stores 
s 
For Winter 
Forty Pounds Needed For Each Hive 
During the Winter 

To survive the winter and to re- 
sume brood rearing the following 
spring, bees require a considerable 
amount of food. While the amount 
needed for the winter months is not 
large, consumption increases very 
rapidly in the early spring when 
brood rearing is resumed and before 
the weather is suitable to open the 
colonies. It is, therefore, a wise plan 
to give the colonies enough food in 
the autumn to carry them well on in- 
to the following spring. Each colony 
should have not less than forty 
pounds when put away for the win- 
ter. In addition to what is in the 
hives, it is also advisable to carry 
over a few well-sealed combs of hon- 
ey for emergency feeding in the 
spring. 

The Dominion Apiarist, at the Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa, in discus- 
sing this question in ‘Seasonable 
Hints,” says that healthy bees eject 
waste material only when flying and 
during the winter confinement to 
their hives it accumulates in the in- 
testines. If the amount of waste ma- 
terial is large, dysentery and death 
may follow, hence it is important that 
the food given to the bees for the 
winter be as-free from. indigestibla 
matter as possible. Clover and buck- 
wheat honeys are good but sugar sy- 
rup-is the best for the dormant sea- 
son. Honey is better than syrup when 
brood rearing is in progress. When 
feeding in the autumn, it is a good 
plan to leave several pounds of hon- 
ey with the bees and then to feed 
them with sugar syrup made of two 
parts white granulated sugar to one 
part of water. The syrup being stored 
last will be first consumed, thus put- 
ting off the consumption of honey 
until towards spring. Those who wisb

Large Party Coming To Join Their 
Husbands and Families Here 

One hundred and eleven British wo- 
men destined to join their husbands 
and families, are coming to Canada 
in one large party on the Anchor- 
Donaldson liner ‘‘Athenia.” These 
women are proceeding under the 
auspices of the Society for the Over- 
sea Settlement of British Women, 
which is supervised by the Church of 
England, and has been recognized as 
the women's branch of the Oversea 
Settlement Committee. Since 1919 
this society has carried on the work 
of former women’s migration socict- 
ies in Great Britain. Through their 
efforts many hundreds of women and 
children from all parts of Great Bri- 
tain are settled in Canada, coming 
out in special parties under the care 
of trained conductresses. 

Thig year the S.O.S.B.W., realizing 
the need in Canada for experienced 
domestics, has been making arrange- 
ments of test examinations in house- 
hold work for women proceeding to 
Canada, and other Dominions. The 
society conducts investigations here 
as to the conditions for house-work- 
ers, and applies its findings to train- 
ing the right kind of women for set- 
tlement, They also assist women and 
children to meet their men-folk al- 
ready settled in this country.

structure and, too, owing to dentine 
being softer than enamel, it is less 
resistant to disease than is the lat- 
ter, : 

So you can see how important it ts 
to keep intact the enamel which con- 
stitutes the outer defences of the 
tooth since disease processes, once 
penetrating the enamel barrier, can 
quickly gain access to the more vital 
tissues within and there proceed 
apace to work disaster,

What Happens ti Half Second | 


Speeding Car Travels Ten Feet In 
That Time 

The fastest thing that any man 

can do is to wink his eye. The in- 

stinctive reaction of winking when 

a cinder blows into the eye is about 

one-tenth of a second for most peo- 


ple. In that flash of time, an auto-|. 


mobile speeding sixty miles an hour 
will move nearly ten feet. A fast air- 
plane will move more than twenty- 
five feet. Thus, the pilot can run into 
a small bird after he has first seen it 


‘| before he can wink his eye against 


the expected shock, writes E. E. Free 
in Popular Science Monthly. 

Some months ago, a workman fell 
out of the fifteenth floor of a build- 
ing in course of construction in New 
York City. On the thirteenth floor 
he grabbed a rope hanging from a 
scaffold and swung himself in on 
the twelfth floor, saving his life. He 
afterwards confessed that he was as 
much astonished by his act as anyone 
who saw him. 

The explanation is that the fall of 
twenty or twenty-five feet before he 
grabbel the rope occupied about one 
second atid a quarter, which was 
time enough for his thinking machin- 
ery to issue the orders which made 
his muscles take hold of the rope be- 
low at the proper instant. Had he 
been placed in equal danger while 
driving an automobile at sixty miles 
an hour he would have been killed. 

Tests with a group of typical au- 
tomobile drivers have shown that the 
average time needed to see a danger 
signal, realize its meaning and begin 
to press the brake lever is a little 
more than half a second. In that time, 
a car travelling forty miles an hour 
would move thirty feet. That dis- 
tance represents the minimum mar- 
gin of safety the driver must main- 
tain to avoid accident. 

As ‘speeds increase, no remedy for 
the advancing number of accidents 
will be found in stricter driving tests 
or improved warning signals. Devices 
will have to bo found speedier than 
the human nervous system.
